If grain 
is to be grown for sale it is recom- 
mendet that plans should b23 care- 
fully thought out as to the manner 
in wiich the greatest quantit of

|for feeding purposes and as to the 
means by which this otherwise waste 
product, together with the screenings 
{and unsaleable grain, may be utiliz- 
ed to the best possible advantage. In

Vaccination Efficacious 


see of Typhoid Fever Reduced to a 
Minimum Among Sritish ~ 9.d- 
fere in‘French Trenches 

Sit, Frederic. ‘Preyes, 11 a recent 
addréss delivered at London, says tne 
Pittsburg Vispateh, descri.ed the re- 
sults of typnoid vaccination on the 
British forces now in the field as 
“positively astocnGince.” During more 
than five months of activ. cervice, 
most of it in the trenches and unde 


disease, there had heen but 212 cases 
of typhoid ar.cigy the British forces 
Of these, 173 had not been in xvlated. 
That is to say, only thirty-nine inocu- 
lated soldiers had been attacked by 
the disease and “not a single death 


There are now probavly a million 
| British soldiers in field and camp. 
What share of these jave been vac- 
cinated against typhoid is not stated. 


But with such favorable statistics it| 


is not reasonable to presume thatthe 
vaccinations have been used in the 
| majority of the ‘cases. The frightful. 
ly unsanitary conditions of the K'rench 
battlefields have been the subject of 
many despatches. That under such 
circumstances the anti-typhoid inocu- 
lation should reduce the disease to 
thirty-nine cases and no deaths cer- 
tainly argues very.great virtues for 
that precaution. 

The experience of the United States 
army in the same line corroborates 
this showing. But the United States 
army has hot been subjected to auy 
such severe test as the British in 
their recent campagin. After this for 
any civilized poWer to suffer severe 


conspicuous neglect of effective pre- 
cautions,

The feeling is growing stronger thet 


Germany “ho are to be held respons- 
ible for bestial cavegery. It appears 
to bo inherent i. the soarse and 
brutal German temperament. No Ger- 
man regiments appear to have pro- 
tacted the civilian population. Bavar- 
jans have been as bestial as Prus- 
sians, and Wurtembergers as Saxons, 
They were just the same 10Q-years 
ago. T!e Duke of Wellington, wrote: 
“From tne general of the Germans 
down to the smalles| drummer in 
their legion the earth never grozned 
with such a set o. murdering infame 
ous villains. They -nfirdereu, robbed 
and ill treated peasantry wherever 
they went.” 


The best answer we can give to 
Germany is i.ot to emulate her lust 
for blind destruction, however great 
the provocation, but to press forward 
our preparations for helping to re- 
lieve France and Belgium from the 
blight which has fallen upon them. 
When we.strike home against Ger- 
many we will not soil our hands with 
these shameful crimes, We will fight 
honorably, in the assurance that vic- 
tory will be ours, and that the carth 
will be purged of these relapses into 
barbarism.—London ‘Times,

Scholars at War 


Cecil Rhodes Scholars Are Well Rep- 
resented at the Front 

Cecil Rhodes, if he were living to 
watch the progress of his benefactions, 
could not be other than gratified at 
the loyal response which the scholars 
on his foundation -have made to Eng- 
land’s call to‘arms. A large propor- 
tion of the colonial students, the lat- 
est report of the Rhodes trust shows, 
have either taken commissions or en- 
listed in the British army. 

With them there has even been 
one case of an American Guards stud- 
ent commissioned in the Coldstream 
Guards and many cases of volufiteer 
service by Americans in hospital and 
relief work. Although it was never 
the purpose of the late Mr. Rhodes 
that his scholars should, in the ordin- 
ary course of events, enter military 
service in too great numbers—he aim- 
ed particularly at building up his 
country’s civil and diplomatic services 
—still he wanted his scholars to be 
men of spirit and blood, and their 
response in England’s crisis must ac- 
cordingly have been-a s.urce of sat- 
isfaction to him. 

The fact of lasting significance in 
the current report is that 167 past 
scholars of a total of 504 have be- 
come teachers. In this the founder 
of the trust could have found real 
dissatisfaction in the event that the 
old conception of the teacher as a 
dried-up grad-grind should be the type 
perpetuated by Rhodeg scholars. For 
although Mr. Rhodes did not intend 
to favor any particular vocation, un- 
less it were governmental service, 
his paramount desire was that his men 
should be well rounded and broadly 
minded. 

And in this age when the work of 
the teacher is being more and more 
regarded as a distinct public service, 
its ranks recruited from better and 
better men, the large number of edu- 
cators who have been developed by 
the Rhodes scholarsoips is an out- 
come not in the least disturbing. True, 
some American Rhodes men have 
turned to teaching when they would 
have preferred our own civil or diplo- 
matic service but could not venture 
upon either while political conditions 
still leave such a choice of career 
so hazardous. But the men whocome 
back to our schools from Oxford bring 
with them a new purpose in teaching 
and a new breadth of vision which are 
of marked value to American educa- 
tion.—Boston Transcript.

Delighted to Murder 


French Wounded Who Had to Watch 
Execution of Comrades 

More “frightfulness!” How wound- 
ed French soldiers had to look on at 
the execution of their comrades, after | 
which they themselves were pdt to} 
death, is related by a non-commission- 
ed officer of the 388th German Land- 
wehr regiment. “I saw them fall in} 
front of me,” he narrates under so01- 
emn oath. “I was present at this at- 
rocious horror—the murder of unter- 
tunate, defeneeless soldiers. 

“In August my regiment received 
orders to shoot all Frenchmen taken 
prisoners without mercy. The order 
was carried out savagely. Some days 
after its issue six French soldiers 
were captured. My company officer, 
Lieutenant Kaps, had the prisoners 
placed against the trees, blindfolded, 
and coldly ordered their execution, 
himself taking obvious delight in giv- 
ing the word to fire. 

“Soon Afterwards, fourteen more 
French prisoners underwent the same 
fate, but with an added refinement of 
cruelty. The company commander, 
this time Lieutenznt Schepke, had 
eight men shot first in such a way 
that the other poor wounded fellows 
had to look on at the execution of 
their comrades, after which they 
themselves were finished off, this 
lieutenant, too, apparently taking a 
ferocious pleasure in giving the word 
to fire.” Another horror is related 
by a French sergeant named Segretin, 
of the 11st Infantry, who, while ly- 
ing wounded at night time in a hollow 
of ground near Boureuilles, saw Ger- 
man soldiers shoot to death twa 
wounded Frenchmen lying few 
yards from him.

Too often in the past the whole 
salers and retailers of Canada hav 

penly opposed the “Made-in-Canada 

ovement, Where they have not op 
posed it they have damned it ‘wit! 
faint praise. Their motives in sc 
doing are purely selfish. Very often 
to secure a share of Canada’s trad: 
the foreign manufacturer quotes par 
ticularly attractive prices to th 
dealer, prices which enable bot) 
wholesaler and retailer to extract ¢ 
greater profit than usual from the sal 
of these goods. The foreign mann 
facturer is able to do this because the 
Canadian market is only a small par 
of his total market, and he can easil, 
sell at a low profit or even at cost 
in other words “dump” in thir 
emall market in order to secure con 
trol of the trade, whereas the. Can 
adian manufacturer, for whom Canad: 
fs the whole market, cannot affor 
to do business at a loss to meet thc 
foreigner’s prices. This explains it 
great measure why wholesaler anc 
retailer have not got behind the 
“Made-in-Canada” movement  unti 
very recently. 

The Toronto “Globe,” in an article 
on the “Made-in-Canada” question the 
other day, explains the reason for th 
“Made-in-Canada” campaign going 
direct to the people on this ground 
Under the heading, ‘‘Home Productio: 
or Bankruptcy,” the “Globe” says: 

“The people in the end can force 
the storekeeper or the dealer to give 
them the Canadian-made article. But 
hp should see, especiatly in the ligh’ 
Of present conditions, why he shoulc 
encourage home production without 
being forced to do po. tince the wa 
broke out our exports as well as ou’ 
fmports have decreased with serlour 
rapidity, and the only alternatives 
that confront Canada, in the face 0 
such critical trade conditions, are in 
creased production at home and 4 
larger volume of business in the hom 
markets, or bankruptcy.

The Alberta Estray Law prescrices 
that the party who takes upan egtvay 
animal must immediately notify the 
brand reader nearest to his place to 
come out and examine the animal and 
take a copy of the brand, if any, on 
the animal, Then an advertisment 
must be inserted in the nearest local 
paper and also in the Alberta Gazette, 
and until the law %s complied with the 
holder of an astray cannot collect any 
fee for his trouble or feed, Prampt 
action must be taken, the law bein 
very strictin this natter, The bran 
remlers are entifled to a fee of two 
dollars for each animal they examine 
and milage to the amount of 10e per 
mile, notto exceed 80 miles. The cost 
of the advertising and the reading of 
the brands isa charge against the 
estray aninfal and must be paid when 
the animal is claimed, The party 
holding the animal is ragponsible for 
all charges until it is sold Gr redeemed 
by the owner, No charges for feed 
are allowed between the 15th day of 
April and the 15th day of November, 
From November 15 to April 15 a fee 
of 15c per head per day is allowed for 
horses and cattle dating from the day 
on which the notice is mailed to the 
owner of the estray animal or to the 
Alberta Gazette, but not exceeding 
the sum of nine dollars.

Conquers Worlds of Pain| War Tax on Drugs TOO MANY CHILDREN 


Wholesale Druggists Believe That the 
New’ Tax Will Prove Prohibitory 

Two very important meetings have 
just taken place in  Montreal--the 
Wholesale Drug Asscciation of Can- 
ada and the Proprietary Trade As- 
sociation of Canady, These meetings 
were both held for the purpose of con- 
sidering the war taxes proposed, find 
Which very seriously affect poth the 
Manufacturers of medicine and _ per- 
fumes and the trade of the distribut- 
ors-—-the wholesale druggists. A gen- 
eral meeting cf the retail druggists has 
been called to consider the question. 
A reconsideration has been asked of 
the government and a deputation will 
present the views of the trades inter- 
ested at an early date. 

The objections to the new measure 
taxation as voiced in these meetings 
with unanimity are several in num- 
ber. The tax proposed, if was shown, 
amounted to from 15% to 40% on the 
usual trade gelling prices, the tax be- 
ing imposed on the price of sale at 


retail to the public represented on 
that basis of calculation from 10% 


to 20%. No other business or indus- 
try was taxed to any such extent, and 
many important lines would actually 
face ruin if the measure was persist- 
ed in by the government, 

Instead of yielding for the war a 
large amount the prohibitory nature 
of the tax would defeat the object 
sought and ruin prosperous and legiti- 
mate business enterprise in manu- 
facturing. 

The minister of finance will be ap- 
proached on the basis of asking in- 
vestigation in detail, it beiyg claimed 
that the treatment of the manufac- 
turers and dealers as well in the 
branch affected, is unfair and unjust. 
The goods involved, it can be shown, 
cannot staid any such charge, and 
also have “already tean taxed for the 
Same purpose in respect to all the 
crude material employed in manufac- 
turing same. 

The general tariff advance of 744% 
applies to the ingredients used and 
as well also-certain advances’ enacted 
last year at-the war session of par'ia- 
ment, Alcohol is one important item 
with many manuiacturers who have 
to hear the inlund revenue tax of 3.96 
per gallon on spirits. In principle it 
cannot be held as just to tax one and 
the same article under several head- 
ings. It is a tax on the poor and 
sick. The manufacturers cannot bear 
it on goods that can continue in sale, 
Medicines are the poor man’s doctor, 
This attribute of proprietary medicine 
Was recoguized by the government of 
the United States only recently. Per- 
fumes were taxec by stamp but med- 
icines were struck from the proposed 
tax list in a recent revenu, measure 
brought about through the present 
war affecting the income of that gov- 
ernment. I: is hoped the government 
will reconsider and it is confidently 
expected this will be the case if the 
minister, will look into details avail- 
able which demonstrate that an in- 
justice is being done by tne action 
proposed and which cannot have had 
mature or careful consideration by 
the officers of department recommend- 
cere Pharmeceutical Jour- 
nal.

Comparative Losses at 
Sea Far Outnumber That of 

Britain 

One aspect of Germany's naval 
losses has been quite overlook:d—the 
serious decrease in personnel which 
they have entailed. Taking the offic- 
jal figures of the complements of the 
33 units of the German navy which 
have been sunk during ’ e war «nd 
deducting those known to have been 
saved, at least 11,000 officers and men 
have lots their lives. As the total 
effective strengih of the versonnel of 
the German navy hefore the war 
broke out was less than 80,000, the 
death roll already amounts to about 
one-seventh of the whole. Our own 
naval death roll is roughly 5,000, or 
only one-thirtieth, of the total 
sonnel at the declaration of war. The 
calling up of reserves and new enlist- 
ments have increased both totals, but 
the alteration in the proportion makes 
the comparison still more favorable to 
the Eritish navy. All Germany's losses 
have been due to the fortune of war, 
while our biggest loss—that of t 
Bulwark—was the result of an accl- 
dent which might have happened 
peace times.

first “paper” blockade to be establish- 

ed about the isles. | 

Napoleon's famous “paper’’ block- 
ade of the British Isles, which was 
established by his Berlin decree of 
November 1, 1806, was a move made 
by him to compc! England to recog- 
nize the maritime law as constructed 
at the Peace of Utrech. The policy 
was known as the ‘continental sys- 
tem.” 

The plockade wag designed to shut 
Great Britain off entirely from the 
continent of Europe. It prohibited all 
commerce and correspondence from | 
Britain; all Englishmen found in 
countries controlled by French troops 
were made prisoners of war; all mer- 
chandise possessed by Englishmen 
was made lawful prize and all trade | 
in English goods was entirely prohib- 
ited. : 

No ship from Britain or its colonies 
was permitted to enter any port and 
any ship seeking to evade this regula- 
tion by faise declarations was seized 
with its cargo. 

Three months later England, in re- 
taliation, forbade all neutral vessels 
from trading port to port within 
France or any allied country. Conéis- 
cation of vessel and cargo was the |

Hig Greatest Merit is His Wonderful 
Capacity For Organization ,. 

“He lives,” says Mr, A, G. Gardner, 
in writing of Lord Kitchener, “in 
deeds not words. No orfe of his time 
has at once sefd go little and done so 
much. Nor has any one of his time 
gone so far with so entire a reliance 
on his own merits and so complete a 
scorn of .the arts of advertisement, 
There is about him something of the 
quality of General Kleber, of whom 
it was said that it made” men brave 
to look at him. If he does not make 
you feel brave at Jeast he makes you 
feel strong. But he has not the magic 
that Napoleon exercised over the 
minds of men, flor the apocalytpic 
fervor with which Cromwell fired 


them, nor the swift instinct by which | 


Charles XII, assured them of victory. 
His mind is slow and ponderous; but 
it moves with the mass and the cer- 
tainty of the Nasmyth hammer, Per- 
haps the man of genius would crack 
the nut without the hammer, But at 
all events’ Kitenerer does crack the 
nut. He belongs to the school of 
Wellington or Grant more than to the 
school of Napoleon or Lee. He will 
‘fight it out on that line if it takes all 
summer,’ He -has the patience of 
Torres Vedras rather .than the swift 
inspiration of Austerlitz, His merit, 
in short, is for organization rather 
than for battle. He is not « great 
warrior, but like Carnot or Moltke, 
a great organizer of victory.

(THE DELUSION OF GERMANY AND. 
DREAM OF WORLD-WIDE EMPIRE 


DESIRE HAS BEEN CHER 


In the January issue of the Fra ap- 
Pears the notable contribution to the 
literature of the war by Dr. Charles 
W. Eliot, president emeritus of Har- 
vard University. Dr. Eliot brushes 
aside the incidents of the murder of 
the Austrian Archduke and the fric- 
tion between Servii. and Austria and 
Austria and Russia and asserts that 
the prime source of the present im- 
mense disaster is the desire on the 
| part of Germany for world-empire. 

This desire, he says, has been cher- 


ished at different times by one Europ- 
ean nation after another and none 
that has once adopted ‘t has, ever 


Prussia long 
held this ambition, but was unable to 
gratify it until 1870, because the Ger- 
man people had been divided since 
the Thirty Years’ War into a large 
number of eparate, more or less inde- 
pendent’ states, Shortly before the

This contributed to the delusion 
that was soon to seize the whole Ger- 
man people, namety,° the belief that 
world-empire was only to be obtained 
by force of arms.

| How Aviators Take Aim 
Methods Followed in Dropping Bombs 
and Locating the Target 

A year ago Lieut. Varcin, of the 
French army, from a height.of over 
800 feet, struck a target with ‘his 
bombs 13 times out of 16 trials. The 
target had a diameter of about 70 
feet. This is rather remarkable, when 
the fact is taken into consideration 
that Varcin not only hurled these 
bombs himself, but acted as his own 
pilot. 

The method of working is as fol- 
lows; The hood of the machine, which 
is usually of canvas, has an opening 


view ahead, At his feet he may look 
straight down. Thus his vision cov- 
ers everything ahead and below, At 
the aviator’s right is a steel bomb 
holder. This remains closed until 
the aviator, by bringing his leg to 
one side, ccops taut a connecting 
cord attached to the end of the hold- 
«1. This opens the baller, releasing 
the bomb. The apparatus at’ once 
closes, a second shell meantime re- 
placing the first. 

The matter of aiming is not quite 
so simple. Across the hole, directly 
benehth tle aviator, is stretched a 
cord divided into equal parts by vari- 
ous colors, red, blue, etc. In front of 
the aviator is stretched a cord against 
which he rests his head while he 
aims. As he aims, meantime looking 
at the colored sections of the cord 
below to give him a means of sight- 


dropping the bomb. That is the 
method Licut. Varcin employed i: his 
wonderful succcsse. in his experi- 
ments of « year ago. That is the 
}method employed by the daring avia- 
tors in t.eir service in the present 
war.—Teclnical World Magazine.
